PHILIPPINE JUDGE, ONCE 
OF ST. LOUIS, DIES 


Adolph Wislizenus Was Ap- 
pointed by President Roose- 
velt in 1902.

MANILA, Nov. 13.—AdolphWis- 
lizenus, Judge of the Court of First 
Instance at Cebu, died today. He 
came to the Philippines from St. 
Louis in 1902, having been ap- 
pointed by President Roosevelt. 

The death of Judge Wislizenus 
leaves Judge George Harvey the 
only remaining American jurist in 
the 37 Courts of First Instance in 
the islands. When the judiciary 
was organized after the American 
occupation, the appointments were 
about equally divided between Fil- 
tpinos and Americans.

“The only practical difference 
between methods there and in this 
country is that cases are tried by 
the Judge and not by juries.* For- 
merly it was not at all out of the 
way for lawyers to make tenders of 
large sums of money to the presid- 
ing Judge to insure decisions favor- 
able to their clients.

Gallant Russian Found to Have 
Been Innocent After Seven .

MOSCOW, Nov. 13.—Nikolai 
Korolov, a gallant man who pre- 
ferred to suffer in prison rather 
than divulge to the court the 


name of his sweetheart, has 
been able after seven months’ 
imprisonment to prove his inno- 
cence and has been released and 
restored to his job, if not to the 
affections of his family. 

‘More than a year ago, Korolov, 
pugghesing agent fob a government 
facMry in Moscow, was entrusted 
with 600,000 rubles, which he 
ldcked up at home one. evening 
and. Was unable to find the next 
morning. He insisted the money 
disappeared while he was absent 
from _home, but would not tell 
where he was.

BATAVIA, Java, Nov. 13.—There 
were widespread Communist out- 
breaks overnight in various parts 
of Western Java. Several persons 
were killed and a number wounded. 
Minor damage was done to the rail- 
way and telegraph lines. The au- 
thorities promptly quelled the dis- 
turbance. 

In Batavia itself a brief moment 
of excitement followed an  abor- 
tive attack on one prison. Four 
Communists were wounded. The 
remainder fled. Some of them took 
refuge in a telephone station, which 
they managed to hold for a short 
time.

“Always natural, always her- 
self’’—everyone grants Mrs. 
Calvin Coolidge that rare and 
unmistakable quality. It is this 
naturalness springing from her 
womanly poise and_ content 
that makes her the delight of 
her friends, the refreshment of 
her family and the despair. of 
the blase. 

It would take more than the 
superficialties of Washington to 
disturb Mrs. Coolidge. Wheth- 
er it be a natural gift from her 
pioneer New England or a self- 
attained possession, the Presi- 
dent’s wife has poise. It speaks 
in the lift of her head, in her 
light walk, in the frank dignity 
with which she faces the cam- 
era, in the sweet, direct, yet 
withheld look of her beautiful 
eyes. 

“The only child in a peaceful 
Vermont household, as early as 
she can remember, she was 
sewing, singing songs or telling 
stories with her mother, while 
they rocked and knitted. In that 
happy air, life and its smallest 
details became for little Grace 
Goodhue the gay and busy ad- 
venture which it has always re- 
mained. 

The natural industry of her 
New Engitand forbears vitalizes 
Mrs. Coolidge. She is never 
idle. Physically and mentally, 
she is always ‘‘there.” 

Hand-work she loves. Back 
in their struggling days she 
knitted primarily from neces- 
sity; now that the White House 
offers release from economic 
strain she may indulge creative 
artistry to her heart’s content. 
For Mrs. Coolidge knits as an 
artist paints; it expresses some- 
thing for her; she is constantly 
on the lookout for lovely old 
patterns or inventing, new de- 
signs of her own, deriving from 
the beautiful accuracy of this 
ancient feminine art the same 
satisfaction her husband might 
from a bit of mathematical pre- 
cision. 

She loves the handiwork of 
bygone days, sole record of 
many a vanished woman’s 
dreams. In Virginia last sum- 
mer she discovered a rare heir- 
loom, a pre-revolutionary knit- 
ted spread, of the type _ that 
George Washington’s mother 
used to design and make. It
